(AP)—An Italian officer who 
worked for the Japanese Navy 
told the Associated Press today 
how Singapore was rebuilt and 
how Italian submarines hauled 
special German military 
ment and German engineers to 
Japan. 

He relayed the last informed 
word out of Japanese-occupied ter- 
ritory. His recital contained: 

A warning that some natives 

are believing Japanese propa- 
ganda; a conviction that the 
Japanese “are operating, as you 
gay, with shoestrings’; and that 
German submarines are operat- 
ing out of Japanese-held ports, 
but that Germans are treated 
with suspicion by the Japanese. 

This officer has had two es- 
eapes: First from the British 
when he flied Massau harbor, 
Eritrea, March 1941, 
without refuelimg to Kobe, Japan; 
second from the Japanese when 
he escaped from Singapore after 
Italy capitu'ated. 

“Those days were forced on us 
by Mussolini,” he said, harking 
back to Japanese-Italian co-opera- 
tion, “what else could we do?

BRITISH FLEET DESTROYS 
9 NAZI SHIPS OFF NORWAY 


LONDON, Nov. 15 (AP).—The 
British Home Fleet struck an- 
other blow at what is left of Ger- 
man sea power Sunday night, soon 
after the sinking of the battleship 
Tirpitz by the Royal Air Force, 
when it blew up or sank nine 
ships of an I1l-ship convoy off 
Southern Norway and drove a 
tenth Nazi vessel ashore, it was 
disclosed last night. 

Two cruisers and four destroy- 
ers caught the north-bound Ger-

CHURCHILL EXPECTS 
HEAVY FIGHTINGFOR 
‘A GOOD LONG TIME’ 


Reply to Demand in House 
for Release of Soldiers 
Over 40. 


LONDON, Nov. 15 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill, home from a 
tour of French battlefronts, told 
the House of Commons today that 
extremely heavy fighting “will 
certainly for a good long 


last 
time.’ 

His statement was in reply to 
James Duncan, Conservative, who 
asked that men over the age of 40 
in military stations be re- 


leased from the army. 

“I need hardly remind you that 
the static stations are necessary 
for the prosecution of the war,” 
Churchill replied, “Officers and 
men over 40 of low medical cate- 
gory who are employed there re- 
lease officers and men for more 
active duty. In view of the pres- 
ent shortage of man power I re- 
gret that the present arrangement 
for indefinite release from the 
forces cannot be altered.” 

Insistence by Duncan that the 
matter be reviewed in the light of 
new facts brought this statement 
from Churchill: 

“The new fact that stares one 
in the face is that extremely heavy 
fighting is continuing week by 
week and will certainly last for 
a good long time.”

15.—-Advance infantry elements of 
Lt. Gen. George S. Patton's Third 
Army are fighting in the suburbs 
of the fortress city of Metz, which 
for more than two months has 
been a stumbling block in our ad- 
vance toward the Rhine. 

Exploiting our seizure of Fort 
Aisne and Fort Yser, eager Amer- 
ican forces moved in on Metz 
from the west, the north, the 
south and the southeast. 

Crumbling of the Metz outer de- 


fenses began with the capture of 
“Grand Fortified l’Aisne,” just 
north of the town of Verny, fol- 
lowed by the capture of “Grand 
Fortified 1l’Yser,” southwest of 
the town of Orny. 

Forts Aisne and Yser proved a 
revelation to the correspondents 
who penetrated their damp depths 
yesterday. These are  old-fash- 
ioned forts of thick concrete and 
steel running generally two stories 
with basements and cellars. De- 
signed about 1870, they bear some 
modern “improvements from the 
ast two wars. 

Luxury-loving German officers 
had seen to it that both forts 
were comfortably fitted with loot- 
ed materials. In addition to the 
usual portraits of Adolf Hitler, 
which have now been converted 
into kindling, the officers’ recep- 
tion room and living quarters 
boasted thick rugs, Louis Quinze 
beds, chairs and tables, Chinese 
lacquered end tables and West- 
minster clocks. The conveniences 
included hot and cold running 
water, electricity and forced ven- 
tilation. 

Strewn about in several rooms 
were women's pocketbooks, shoes 
and wearing apparel, as evidence 
that fortress life had not been 
altogether lonely. 

There were typewritten menus 
for meals which had not been 
served because of American inter- 
ruptions. Unwashed breakfast 
dishes littered the kitchens. Fresh 
haunches of beef hung on _ the 
walls. Beds were unmade. 

Outside in the courtyards, cows, 
sows and a litter of pigs stood in 
the rain and mud, watching Amer- 
ican engineers examining the 
forts for booby traps. 

Nature had made strongholds 
of the forts’ positions before men 
stepped in to improve on nature.

TINY BUT POWERFUL 
MAGNET RETRIEVES 
SWALLOWED PINS 


Newly Developed Instrument 
Can Lift 25 Times Its 
Own Weight. 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine.) 


The safety pin, an invaluable aid 
outside but a deadly menace inside 
a child, will lose some of its dan- 
ger as the result of a new develop- 
ment in medical science presented 
today to the Southern Medical As- 
sociation. 

Removal of an open pin from 
the stomach by means of a tiny 
but powerful magnet was  de- 
scribed by Dr. Murdock Equen, 
Atlanta (Ga.) surgeon. The new 
magnet is made of alnico, an alloy 
of aluminum, nickel, iron and co- 
balt able to lift 25 times its 
weight. Attached to a rubbef tube, 
the magnet is passed through the 
mouth and esophagus 
stomach, and by m 
ber bulb the stomach is inflated to 
lift any collapsed portion from the 
swallowed object. 

The magnet, 
around in the stomach, picks up 
the foreign object and withdraws 
it. The delicate operation is per- 
formed under the guidance of a 
fluoroscope, which makes visible 
the shadows cast by an object in 
the path of X-rays. 

Dr. Equen showed slides illus- 
trating the first two cases on rec- 
ord in which an open pin lodged 
high in the esophagus was pushed 
down into the stomach, turned 
around and removed, with the 
point trailing, through the esopha- 
gus and mouth, 

Although only about 10 per cent 
of foreign bodies in the food and 
air passages are subject to mag- 
netic attraction, it was said the 
new instrument would make many 
abdominal operations unnecessary.

The action left more 
than 32,000 workers idle. 

Davis earlier had said that 
every power of the Government 
would be invoked to halt the 
strike. Butler told Davis the mem- 
bers wanted to return to work 
but that they could not continue 
efficient production under condi- 
tions which he said have prevailed 
since a previous unauthorized 
strike ended Oct. 4 in response to 
a WLB order.

Wright Aeronautical Corporation 
to continue the status quo in 
handling transfer, promotions and 
demotions among the supervisors, 
pending final settlement of griev- 
ances.

Another Rumor Scotched. 

In various forms, the rumor 
came to the Post-Dispatch that 
the President was soon to undergo 
a prostate gland operation. One 
version said that the White House 
had consulted two St. Louis physi- 
cians with a view to enlisting their 
services. Another said that three 
Washington physicians had been 
picked to perform the operation. 
Still another had a Boston man in 
the principal surgeon’s nole. Prob- 
ably there were versions in other 
cities naming local physicians for 
the task, 


The first report to the Post- 
Dispatch was said to have ema- 
mated froma high-ranking nation- 
al politician with “inside” sources 
ofinformation, In this version, the 
President was in imminent need 
of the operation but it had been 
postponed because of the cam- 
paign and the bad state of the 
President's health. 


The Post-Dispatch took the re- 
port to Secretary Early and asked 
for the truth about it. Early said, 
“I hadn't heard that one before,” 
and reached for the telephone in 
the presence of the writer and 
called Admiral McIntire. Early, 
an old newspaperman, put the 
query as the correspondent had 
put it and reported back, quoting 
the physician that the story was 
made “of whole cloth.”

Tapering off of lend-lease ex- 
ports seems certain to have its 
effect in jobs at home.

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Will Russia Fight Japan‘ 

Stalin's recent characterization of Japan as an 
“avgressor nation” raises interesting questions 
about the motive behind this condemnatory tone, 
and the very speed with which Tokyo returned 
the charge indicates her concern. 

The Japanese know full well that Soviet 
self-interest, as it appears to the Supreme Com- 


mander of the Red Army, will determine wheth-. 


er Russia is getting ready to join in the war 
against them. It knows, too, the amazing change 
in the Russian situation, which may soon make it 
militarily feasible for the U. S. S. R. to add a 
new foe and a new front. 

Two years ago, Hitler's Wehrmacht was march- 
ing from Dnieper to Don to Volga; the rich 
Donets basin was making steel for the Nazis, 
Rostov had fallen, North Caucasus oil fields 
were gone, Stalingrad’s fate trembled in the bal- 
ance. No wonder Berlin pressed Tokyo for a 
sudden attack on the Soviet Far East, both to 
cut the trans-Siberian lifeline to supplies from 
America, and to halt the flow of Siberian re- 
serves to the forces struggling desperately to 
thwart the strategic envelopment of Moscow. 

Any new decision, we suspect, will be reached 
in Moscow, not Tokyo—reached in the light of 
the new logistical situation and the approaching 
German collapse. 

Until recently, Russia’s supply from America 
could not have been maintained but for the trans- 
Pacific cargoes carried in ships under the Ham- 
mer and Sickle, which last year mounted to al- 
most three million tons. This was a life-saver 
at times when Nazi dive-bombmg closed the 
Northern route to Murmansk and Archangel, and 
when the ship turn-around time to Bander Shapur 
for toilsome delivery across Iran averaged about 
10 months. But today, ships from Britain and 
America need no longer fear enemy action in 
the Arctic Ocean, and the Black Sea is open for 
unimpeded dispatch to Odessa and Sevastopol. 
The trans-Pacific route to Vladivostok is no 
longer vital to Soviet supply. 

Russia’s military situation has similarly bet- 
tered vis-a-vis a war with Japan. Reports indi- 
cate that the formations of the Soviet Far East- 
ern Army have been brought back to their 1940 
strength, and that the reserves of materiel avail- 
able from Siberian production have grown quite 
great. The initiative has shifted from Tokyo to 
Moscow. We shall see what we shall see.

There 
would have been nothing to prevent the Repub- 
licans from raising a 10-million-dollar fund and 
offering it to Mr. Roosevelt to quit the recent 
presidential race. Precedent or no precedent, 
such venal doings would clearly be repugnant 
to sound public policy.

Only MVA

tion which deserves an answer. 

“Why,” he asks, “should the Reclamation Bu- 
reau’s plan for irrigation be pushed to one side, 
and the bureau’s experience and knowledge in 
irrigation work be ignored, in favor of a new 
set of planners and a new set of adminis- 
eens. oe st 

The answer is that it showld not be pushed 
aside; that no one, with the exception of the 
most extremist pleaders for the special interest 
of navigation, suggests pushing it aside, and that 
everyone who is urging an MVA wants the maxi- 
mum possible use made of the plans for irriga- 
tion. ' 

MVA is a plan of administration, which has 
been proposed because divided authority on the 
Missouri Valley has been wasteful of natural 
resources, time and money in the past, and be- 
cause it would be similarly wasteful in the future 
—a plan that displaces nothing, but fills a yawn- 
ing deficiency. 

There will be decisions to be made every day 
on the construction and operation of the dams, 
Do we want to look for these continuing de- 
cisions to a divided authority, to two agencies 
which never have got along together and which 
would have an endless opportunity for passing 
the buck? 

Special interests in this valley of ours can get 
what they want only with the support of other 
special interests. Only one kind of administra- 
tive organization is big enough to provide a 
common meeting ground for all the valley’s 
interests. Only one as wide as the Missouri 
Valley itself. Only MVA.

powerful air weapon. It Is 
to Japan in sweeping long-distance bombing at- 
tacks, and it promises to help materially in 
speeding up victory, if the Air Forces can get 
enough of the magnificent planes. 

That's up to the factories here at home. They 
have been working overtime to fill the need, 
but a dismaying obstruction to the B-29 pro- 
gram has occurred at Paterson, N. J., where 
a strike of supervisors at five Wright Aeronau- 
tical Corporation plants has stopped production 
of B-29 engines. 

The company may be wholly wrong in the 
dispute, as the supervisory employes contend. 
The company may be locking out production 
employes, as the head of their CIO union 
charges. These points are important—but they 
‘are not the main point now. All that matters 
is that the Army needs more B-29s. This in- 
defensible strike is costing B-29s, and thus de- 
laying victory. The striking supervisors are de- 
fying the WLB, which ordered them back to 


work pending a decision on the controversy, and 
they are harming their country’s cause. 

The Japs rejoice over a great victory every 
time they shoot down a B-29. Can't these strik- 
ers see that they are helping the enemy every 
day that their walkout continues? 
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The League Still Lives 

The League of Nations, it seems generally 
agreed, is dead and ought to be buried as soon 
as the new United Nations organization deter- 
mined on at Dumbarton Oaks has been clad in 
swaddling clothes. 

One difficulty about the League’s dissolution is 
that it has made a real place for itself in the af- 
fairs of man—indeed, it has had some success in 
nearly every endeavor it undertook except the 
supreme one of curbing aggressor nations. Even 
here the fault was not altogether that of the 
League's organization—it was that of the Cham- 
berlains, Lavals and other blind, perverse men 
who fed the furnace of war. 

The League itself built admirable machinery 
for collaboration between nations. According to 
a recent Associated Press dispatch from Wash- 
ington, even today “more than 500 treaties op- 
erate through it and many of them—especially 
those concerned with health, science, standard- 
ization of drugs and the like—play an impor- 
tant part in the day-to-day living of the world’s 
civilized people.” 

It has important intangible assets—the amaz- 
ingly efficient staff and procedure it built up 
over two decades. There grew up a group of 
truly international civil servants, who thought 
as citizens of the, world. They have this rare 
experience to contribute to whatever new or- 
ganization is established to cherish the peace 
of mankind. 

In one sense, the League will no more die 
than did the Confederation of the United States, 
which won the War of American Independence, 
found its forms and powers insufficient for suc- 
cessful operation, and transformed itself into 
the more perfect union of the federated United 
States. ‘The Confederation 
was of the utmost value to George Washington 
in launching the new government of the United 
States in 1789. Similarly, the new United Na- 
tions organization can be armed with Knowledge 
by the League.

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Another Martian Invasion 

Six years after a dramatized broadcast of H. G. 
Wells’ fanciful story, ‘“‘War of the Worlds,” caused 
panic in the United States, the incident has been 
repeated in Chile. There as here, alarmed citi- 
zens ran into the streets to cry havoc, believing 
verily that the planet Earth was being invaded 
by terrible men from Mars. There as here, the 
authorities contemplated drastic restrictions. 

This repetition by history of itself proves, we 
suppose, three things: First, that Mr. Wells, in 
writing his Martian tale, wrought more mightily 
than he knew, and produced literature that is 
perhaps not ideally adapted to radio presenta- 
tion. Second, that it was not alone the terrifying 
powers of Orson Welles, the actor, who narrated 
the tale in the broadcast in this country, that 
produced the electrifying results. Third, that the 
misadventure dictates no cruel and unusual re- 
strictions upon radio. The United States sur- 
vived without passing any foolish, excited laws 
that would be regretted later. Chile can—and 
we hope will—too.

The confusion of cartel policies at Rye ts a 
strong evidence of the need which exists for the 
United Nations to come to decisions, complex and 
momentous, in the whole broad field of inter- 
national trade controls.

T represent a special interest. I claim no 
world-wide view of the problem of the Mis- 
souri River. I speak solely for the poor 
devils, a special interest of which Iam a 
part. These are the deluded chaps who 
have been trying to make a living on the 
Northern plains in the face of certain but 
unpredictable drouth, 

This year things look fine, I have on my 
desk an ear of corn that is typical of that 
which is running 50 to 70 bushels to the 
acre throughout this entire area, Neither 
Iowa, Lilinois nor Missouri can beat this 
corn, 

But I have been in this spot for 18 years, 
T remember calling together a statewide 
meeting of farmers and agricultural experts 
in the spring of 1934 in an attempt to find 
a crop which would offer some promise of 
growing on the parched plains. 


We Lack Many Things 


One farmer suggested sorghums. He 
said they might have a chance. If they 
wouldn't grow, it looked as though we 
would all have to follow the thousands who 
had already left this part of the country. 
That spring we cornered 400 carloads of 
sorghum seed for South Dakotans, and 
sorghum planting in this state soared from 
an unrecorded acreage -to a million and a 
half acres, 

Sorghums, better farm practices and wet- 
ter years permitted us to remain, and now 
we are in the midst of another era of 
abundance on the plains. But we have so 
much lost ground to recover before the next 
drouth arrives, next year or in 10 years. 

We have a girl working in the news de- 
partment. She came to us from the New 
York Sun, believe it or not. She had never 
been out of New York City until she came to 
Huron last month. Yesterday she was inmy 
office talking....“My,” she said, “there are 
so many things you lack out here.” 

She was awfully right. We lack so many 
things that are commonplace in New York 


and in other areas, including the lower 
reaches of the Missouri River. 


In order that the special interest which 
I represent can get on an even basis of liv- 
ing with its neighbors in the lower valley 
and the rest of the nation, the agricultural 
economy of the plains country will have to 
be stabilized at a higher, much higher level. 


A little more than a year ago, the Bureau 
of Reclamation came along and gave us a 
hint of the plah which it had been work- 
ing on for five years, a scheme for stabiliz- 
ing agriculture in the Northern Great Plains 
through some 5,000,000 acres of irrigation. 


Why Push the Plan Aside? 


Whereas it would be possible for the peo- 
ple of the Northern plains to continue to 
live in this area in a sort of sub-standard 
fashion, or ultimately adapt their agricul- 
ture and civilization to the limitations of 
the plans, irrigation offers to this immense 
area an opportunity to develop a type of 
agriculture which will put it on a par with 
the rest of the nation, So far as I can gee, 
irrigation offers the only hope for this. 


Now, I do not understand too much about 
irrigation, except that I do know that it is 
not all simple and easy. There are many 
bugs in it. Only through experience and in 
the hands of experienced people can an ir- 
rigation program be conceived and devel- 
oped satisfactorily. 


The Bureau of Reclamation has proposed 
a plan which seems to offer the ultimate 
development from an irrigation standpoint. 
I would not presume to contend that the 
bureau had missed on its plan. After all, 
it is the only bureau which has had any ex- 
perience in irrigation work and it has had 
nearly a half-century of such experience. 


Why, then, should the bureau’s plan for 
irrigation be pushed to one side, and the 
bureau’s experience and knowledge in ir- 
rigation work be ignored in favor of a new 
set of planners and a new set of adminis- 
trators, who certainly could not have had 
the experience in reclamation that the bu- 
reau has had and could hardly be expected 
to deal as effectively with what I consider 
and what my special interest considers the 
major problem of the valley development? 


I hope that you will get around to an- 
swering these questions.

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Comeback of the 


Chestnut Tree 


From the New York 


Those who slugged a heavy stick up into 
autumnal chestnut boughs years ago, soon 
filling jacket pockets with nuts, will be glad 
to hear from the Rural New-Yorker that 
the total disappearance of the chestnut 
will probably not be permanent. New 
varieties with greater or less immunity 
to the blight are being hybridized with 
Asiatic trees and promise in time to re- 
store the chestnut to Eastern forests. 

The chestnut formerly had great eco- 
nomic importance, aside from its fruit. 
its extermination eliminated a_ kind of 
timber that was extraordinarily resistant 
to rot. It was extensively used for rail- 
road ties and telephone poles, as well as 
for barrel staves, paneling and structural 
work, There are poles that have been in

the ground for 35 years that are still sound. 
Hybridized varieties may some day in a 
measure make up for the loss of this val- 
uable lumber and timber. In Europe, where 
they are abundant, chestnuts are fed to 
hogs and poultry. 

Alas, the hybrid chestnuts are not likely 
to have the size and beauty of the native 
trees that are gone, such as the spreading 
chestnut tree that sheltered the village 
smithy in Longfellow’s poem. The new 
tree is an orchard type, making a low 
growth. The giants of the good old days 
must live only in memory, with the freshly 
opened burs lying on frosty ground in wild 
woodland, crows cawing in high branches 
some October afternoon after school in the 
late ‘90s. 


Literary Discus Is Hurled Far 
In a Book of Sports Page Gems 


“Sports Extra,’’ Fdited by Staniey Frank. (A. &, 

Karnes & Co., New York.) 

Well, sir, after having my ears bent for 
a couple of months by the political orators 
and my eyes bloodshot from reading how 
they slugged each other, it sure was a re 
lief to spend a Sunday afternoon reading 
this collection of sports stories. 

Gentle by comparison was the way Maxie 
Baer cut down Primo Carnera and how 
Jack Johnson smilingly gave the works to 
Jim Jeffries at Reno in 1910. Positively 
soothing were stories about Christy 
Mathewson, the Big Train, and Babe Ruth 
and Earl Sande, the great jockey, and about 
the Dodgers before Branch Rickey laun- 
dered them up. 

These stories are written mostly by big- 
name sports writers like Damon Runyon, 
Grantland Rice, Paul Gallico, W. O. Me- 
Geehan and Bill Corum. But there are oth- 
ers by masters like Jack London and Irvin 
S. Cobb, and by sports writers who went 
on to other fields like Heywood Broun and 
Westbrook Pegler. 


If anyone doubts that some of the best 
journalistic writing is found on the sports 
pages, let him take a look at this book. 
Many of these stories were written at ring- 
side or in crowded press coops while ac- 
tion was on and while the yell of the mob 
deafened the writers’ ears. The English 
profs ought to explain to their classes that 
you don’t need an ivory tower to write 
good, relaxed English prose, or maybe they 
should have the students write their theses 
in a boiler factory or in the middle of the 
tracks in Mill Creek Valley to show what 
can be done. 

I liked most of these stories—as any 
sports addict would, and it’s hard to pick 
and choose among them. One of the funni 
est is “Rackety Racket,” by Tom O'Reilly 
of PM, telling about why football is no 
longer played in Sing Sing. 

Another pippin—of a different sort, and 
of course I am prejudiced here—is James 
Harrison's story, “Alex the Great,” who 
came shuffling from the bull pen on that 
unforgettable day in 1926 when the Cards 
beat the Yanks for their first world cham- 
pionship.

Now, this Westbrook Pegler may have 
turned out to be a heel, but if I had to 
say which were the two top stories in the 
book, it would be Pegler’s pair about the 
Olympic games in Germany in 1936. He 
panned the Nazis so hard that he was 
asked by his boss to write an apology. His 
apology—no apology at all—was a classic 
of irony. Ostensibly sports dispatches, 
Peg'’s were pieces of prophecy. 

There are stories about the Kentucky 
Derby, about Bobby Jones, about the fa- 
mous match at Cannes between Helen Wills 
and Superb Suzanne. There's one that tells 
something about the recent political his- 
tory of the United States by Joe Williams 
of the New York World-Telegrtam, who de- 
scribes what happened to Herbert Hoover 
when he entered Sportsman’s Park to see 
a world series game in 1931. 

These sports writers can surely hurl the 
discus and put the shot when it comes to 
manhandling a typewriter, if the scram- 
bled metaphors can be forgiven. P. S.—I 
even read the story of one of them cup

Accompanying the award to 
Capt. Emmer was a citation which 
'stated that, “while leading eight 
| P-51 planes of the Pioneer Mus- 
tang group on a fighter sweep 
of the St. Lo area, just prior to 
ithe breakthrough there, Capt. 
Iimmer fearlesly led his squadron 
in a superb attack on 40 enemy 
fighters heading for the clouds 
below to attack our ground troops. 
The intercepting maneuver created 
confusion among the enemy and 
prevented them from attacking 
our ground forces.” 

Capt. Emmer’s squadron came 
through the battle without loss, 
and accounted for nine enemy 
planes. Capt. Emmer shot down 
two and shared the credit for a 
third. His record when he was 
forced to bail out of his crippled 
ship a month later over Nazi- 
occupied France, was fourteen de- 
stroyed in the air and three on 
the ground. 

In addition to the D. S. C., he 
has received the Air Medal with 
four oak leaf clusters and te Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cross.

T is good planning to have tucked 
i up your sleeves ideas for a good 

number of alternate foods. If 
you don't form the habit of being 
able to quickly made substitutions 
when shopping it will be impos- 
sible to carry through with well- 
laid plans. If the children want 
nut cookies today and -there are 
not nuts to be had, what will 
take their place in. appearance 
and crunchiness? We find crisp 
puffed whole cereals do a good 
job, and the following cookies held 
up crisply in a cookie jar for more 
than a week. The nutty flavor 
and crunchiness of the whole 
grain cereal is very pleasing. If 
you want to leave the stiff cookie 
dough plain, roll spoonfuls quickly 
into balls, Toss these in a bowl 
of cereal to coat outside and then 
bake. The cookie will be entire- 
ly different and equally as good. 

' Crunchy Cereal Crisps. 

Three-fourths cup sifted flour, 
one-fourth teaspoon soda, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one-third cup short- 
ening, one-half cup brown sugar, 
one-fourth cup white sugar, one 
egg, one teaspoon vanilla, one- 
fourth teaspoon hot water, two 
cups puffed cereal (crisp). Sift 
together flour, soda and salt three 
times. Cream shortening. Add 
Sugar gradually and beat until 
fluffy. Add egg and vanilla and 
mix well, Add flour, stir until 
well blended, then water. Mix in 
cereal quickly and _ thoroughly. 
Drop by teaspoonfuls on greased 
cookie sheet. Bake at 375 degrees 
Fahrenheit for nine minutes. Cool 
on cake rack, Makes about 50 
cookies.

LUNCHEON — Ham and egg 
scramble sandwich (minced lunch-

Baked Fish With Dill Sauce. 

Fish has graduated into the. lux- 
ury class, partly because it has 
nemained point free and partly 
cue to manpower and transporta- 
tion difficulties. Today’s recipe 
will be equally successful with 
various kinds of fresh fish, hali- 
but, salmon, haddock, trout, what- 
ever is most available in your lo- 
cal stores. Sprinkle the surface of 
the cleaned fish lightly and pep- 
per; place in a greased shallow 
pan and bake in a moderate oven 
(350 degrees Fahrenheit) for 35 
minutes; meanwhile, prepare one 
and one-half cups medium white 
sauce, using three’ tablespoons 
shortening, three tablespoons flour, 
three-fourths teaspoon salt, one 
and one-half cups milk; add two 
tablespoons chopped pickle relish 
and one-fourth teaspoon dry dill 
seed (chopped dill pickles could be 
substituted). Heat thoroughly and 
pour over hot fish. Serves four. 

Serve in addition to milk used 
in menu, three cups for each child, 
two cups for ench adult 

Try a sprinkling of Thyme in 
today’s recipe for baked fish with 
dill sauce. Thyme is a less familiar 
seasoning, but is especially good 
with stews, soups and fish.

Problems of 
Adjustment 


To the Army

of 18-year-olds into the Army 
will probably continue for 
some time. Therefore we folks at 
home must be prepared indefinite- 
ly for the inevitable complaints of 
the new soldier who has to get 
used to his strange environments. 
Most of his problems are medi- 
cal, certainly if we include psy- 
chology in medicine. 

Some of my women folks who 
have,just begun to meet the re- 
turning member of the armed 
forces seem surprised that he is 
so often full of gripes and resent- 
ments. But it would not have sur- 
prised Alexander the Great or 
Hannibal, or Joshua, It is as nat- 
ural for a soldier to. gripe as it is 
for a pony to buck the first time 
he gets a bridle.

THE FUNDAMENTAL causes 
are very much the same in the 
two cases. The soldier is put in an 
entirely new environment. He is 
made to get up in the morning and 
every morning. He is told to go 
thither and he goeth, or else. This 
naturally grinds the independent, 
proud spirit of the free born 
American who has been laying 
around in bed until he darn well 
pleased to get up and went thither 
only under the pressure of hunger 
or love. 

The Army psychiatrists are do- 
ing a good job of trying to help 
out the adjustments that must be 
made by deliberately talking over 
the problems with the new in- 
ductee. The old time theory of the 
hard boiled drill sergeant was to 
let ’em gripe: they were going to 
do what he told them anyhow and 
if they griped they griped; it was 
none of his business. But the mod- 
ern idea is that they will make 
better soldiers if they see the 
whole situation in perspective. It 
is not an attempt to soften them 
but t#@® make them reasonable 
human beings. 

The boy who first gets in the 
Army has been torn away from 
several things precious, or at least 
familiar, to him. There are, of 
course, all kinds of boys. There is 
the boy who wants to run away 
from home either because he is 
unhappy at home or the adven- 
tures of the great world make 
more of an appeal to him. The 
Army is a great place for such a 
guy, but he is in the minority.

MOST OF THE MEN in the 
Army are either homesick or they 
have been separated from their 
girl, or they have given up a job, 
or they are parted from their 
friends. They know that what they 
are doing is temporary and does 
not fit them for life, in short, is 
a waste of precious time. All this 
is perfectly natural and normal. 
As is also the fear that the 
thought of the danger they are 
about to encounter has on them. 

This leads to resentment. That 
is a short word for a very compli- 
cated set of emotions. But an 
emotion just the same. In all of 
us about half dDUr mental life, at 
least, is emotions. The rest is in 
the think-box and this, under rer- 
mal circumstances controls the 
emotions and keeps us on an even 
keel. But the soldier’s resentment 
may set him to brooding and the 
think-box is reduced to a very 
small insignificant part of his life. 
Sooner or later for most of them 
the think-box begins to get strong 
again and resumes its normal 
status. But for some, such adjust- 
ment never occurs and the emo- 
tions get in the saddle and things 
go haywire. They may take the 
form of dyspepsia, or rapid heart, 
or bowel upsets and that is why 
they have a medics! angle.

Facts About Jobs, Education, Finances Available to Discharged Vets 


By Harry Wilensky 


I. JOE wants something dif- 

[. ferent when he comes back 

® to St. Louis to resume civil- 
ian life. 

Three out of four returning war 
veterans do not care to go back 
to their prewar jobs, preferring to 
seek new employment. It is ob- 
vious that change plays a dom- 
inant part in their postwar plan- 
ning, and that they want some- 
thing better than the old way of 
life. 

Only about 8500— -roughly 8 per 
cent—of the men and women who 
left St. Louis and St. Louis County 
to enter military service have 
been discharged to date, but oth- 
ers are being mustered out at the 
rate of 150 a week, and the local 
experience with returning vet- 
erans, while limited as yet, never- 
theless shows a clear-cut and sig- 
nificant trend. 

Most of the returning veterans 
soon obtain employment, but in 
doing so they make use of the 
United States Employment Serv- 
ice, which handles placement in 
new jobs, rather than Selective 
Service, which facilitates return 
to old jobs. The Selective Service 
law guarantees a veteran’s prewar 
job if application if made within 
40 days after discharge from the 
armed forces, and the draft board 
stands ready to make the neces- 
sary arrangements with the for- 
mer employer, but a large major- 
ity of the veterans insist on some- 
thing different. 

Some want to capitalize on new 
skills acquired in military service, 
Some feel they can no longer 
stand routine. Some want outside 
rather than inside work. Some 
demand quiet surroundings in- 
stead of the racket of the old ma- 
chine-shop job. Many insist on 
more pay than the old job pro- 
vides; in some cases this is be- 
cause family responsibilities have 
increased, while in other cases the 
family standard of living actually 
has been raised through substitu- 
tion of a Government dependency 
allotment for the prewar pay 
check, and the veteran is deter- 
mined to maintain this higher liv- 
ing standard. 

Approximately 75 per cent of the 
St. Louisans now returning to 


‘civilian life ask the USES to help 


them find new jobs, applications 
being filed at the rate of about 
400 a week. But it should be borne 
in mind that war plant wages are 
high and jobs are still compara- 
tively plentiful, and prewar jobs 
May exercise much greater attrac- 
tion after war production ends.

HE local USES office, one of 

seven demonstration centers 

showing the rest of the coun- 
try how to solve veterans’ place- 
ment problems, found new jobs 
for 7424 veterans in the eight 
months prior to Nov. 1. Most of 
these veterans had received med- 
ical discharges, but still were fully 
qualified to handle the average 
civilian job. Some, however, had 
disabilities constituting occupa- 
tional handicaps. 

Finding jobs for 329 h&ndi- 
capped veterans ranks as one of 
the outstanding achievements of 
the St. Louis USES, whose staff 
has gore into plants and shown 
management how, by breaking jobs 
down into simple procedures_or by 
adding some special devi the 
blind, the crippled and/ the - deaf 
could be employed toagood advan- 
tage. Painstaking studies have 
developed an exact knowledge of 
types of work suitable for specific 
disabilities. The deaf are foundto 
be superior in riveting and other 
branches of machine work; one- 
armed men hold their own as air- 
craft spray painters, mechanical 
draftsmen and tool designers; the 
blind function efficiently as engine 
lathe operators. 

In many cases, management and 
labor unions have agreed to waive 
seniority rights during production 
cutbacks so that medically dis- 
charged veterans to whom loss of 
employment might be disastrous 
may have job security. 

Not all of the returning veter- 


ans seek immediate employment. 
Some prefer to take advantage of 
educational opportunities offered 
by the Government. Under the so- 
called “G. I. Bill of Rights’—the 
Service Men’s Readjustment Act 
of 1944—veterans whose schooling 
was interrupted by the war are 
entitled to from one to four years’ 
free training, depending on length 
of service. The Government pays 
up to $500 in annual tuition and 
other fees, in addition to $50 for 
monthly subsistence and $25 for 


dependents. 

The law presumes that a vet- 
eran’s schooling was interrupted 
if he or she entered military serv- 
ice when |25 or younger. Those 
who were 6lder than 25 when they 
put on a uniform must prove in- 
terference with schooling to qual- 
ify for the educational benefits.

Administration urges veterans

Disabled veterans are entitled to 
at least a year’s schooling, and 
some 125 from Eastern Missouri 
are now undergoing training to 
overcome vocational handicaps. 
Two of these are women; one was 
a nurse and the other was a 
member of the Women’s Army 
Corps. 


Disabled veterans have the op- 
portunity not only for institutional 
instruction but for “on-the-job” 
training as paid apprentices. Vir- 
tually every veteran now working 
as an apprentice has been prom- 
ised a job in the shop where he is 
taking his training. 

The G. I. bill provides a flat 
weekly unemployment payment of 
$20 for veterans unable to find 
“suitable” work, a veteran being 
entitled to four weeks of allow- 
ances for each month of active 
service, with payments limited to 
52 weeks for the first two years 
after discharge.

PROVISION of the G. I. bill

$2000 and interest does not exceed 
4 per cent. The loans, repayable 
in 20 years, are mainly for pur- 
chase and repair of homes, farms 
and small businesses, and the 
Government will pay the first 
year’s interest on the guaranteed 
portiotr.

The first G. I. loans will be for 
homes. Value of the property will 
be considered, and the Govern- 
ment must find that the proposed 
purchase price or building cost is 
not out of line with the veteran’s 
earning capacity or with normal 
values. Regulations ‘on business 
and farm loans have not yet been 
published. 

Application blanks for home 
loans are expected to be available 
in three weeks or so, and the Gov- 
ernment hopes to streamline pro- 
cedure to provide acfion on an 
application within two weeks of 
the date of filing. 


Special efforts to educate dis- 
charged veterans regarding their 
rights and Government benefits 
are being made under the newly 
established procedure for demobil- 
ization. The separation center ac- 
tivated at Jefferson Barracks Oct, 
15 transforms a soldier into a civil- 
ian in 48 hours or less, but sees 
to it that he gets expert counsel 
regarding employment rights, in- 
surance, education, finances and 
even domestic problems, if he 
wishes, before he leaves.

East, dealer.

West led his fourth highest 
heart and declarer ruffed. After 
inspecting the dummy, declarer 
saw that even if the diamond king 
was on side, he probably would 
have to lose two trump tricks in 
addition to two clubs, since Weat's 
bidding had atrongly indicated 
that he held all three of the 
missing trumps. South rolled up 
his sleeves and went to work! 

His first move was to lead the 
diamond five and, when West in- 
nocently played low, to put in the 
nine from dummy. It held, and 
he ruffed another heart, then led 
to the diamond queen and ruffed 
a third heart. Finally he led to 
the diamond ace and “ruffed 
dummy’s last heart. 

Now, with his own hand rfre- 
duced to three trumps (a vital 
maneuver) declarer cashed the 
club ace and led a low club. East 
collected two club tricks, but then 
he had to make another lead. It 
didn't matter whether he chose a 
heart, a diamond or a club—ac- 
tually he led a heart. Declarer 
promptly ruffed with the king of 
trumps—and West was hooked! 
He could scarcely refuse to over- 
ruff with the ace—if he did, the 
king would win and South would 
simply lead another trump to- 
ward the queen. But West's ac- 
tual over-ruff with the ace was 
no more troublesome to the de- 
clarer, for now West had to lead 
to the combined trump tenace in 
the North-South hands
